As 
the men closed in on .Sprague, it is 
said that he made a movement to shoot 
again, but, on one of his pursuers pre- 
senting his pistol at him, he gave up 
his weapon, and made no further re- 
sistance. 

It is said that some seven or eight 
wounds were found on Sprague’s body, 
and that there is no bility of his 
recovery, as at least two of them are 
fatal. A few minutes after he fell, a 
man drove up in a sulky, when the 
horse was removed and a stretcher im- 
provised, the shafts being used for that 
fo one o Sprague was then removed

hood. He was still alive when last 
heard from, at 9 o’clock, but very 
weak, and it was thought that he 
could not live more than a few hours. 

The Times reporter called at Mrs. 
Lightner’s house about 6 o’clock, where 
the girl Ida was seen.

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DR. TALMAGE CITES THE EX- 
AMPLE OF NEHEMIAH. 


A Dead City—Nehemiah, a Captive, 
Longs to Rebuild the Home of 
His Father—His Moonlight Ride 
—Why and How the Heart of Man 
Must Be Reconstructed. 


BROOEKLIYXN IN. T.), March 17.— 
[Specially Reported for the Los Ax- 
GELES TIuxs.] At the ‘tabernacle this 
morning the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, 
D.D., expounded the seventh chapter 
of Ecclesiastes. He afterwards gave 
out the hymn beginning, 


Grace! tis a charming sound, 
Harmonious to the ear, 


which was sung by the vast congrega- 


tion with magnificent effect. The 
subject of Dr. Talmage’s sermon was, 
“The Moonlight Ride,” and the text, 
Nehemiah ii, 15: Then I went up in 
the night by the brook, and viewed the 
wall, and turned back, and entered by 
the gate of the valley, and 80 re- 
He said: 
A dead city is more suggestive than 
a living city—past Rome than present 
Rome—ruins rather than newly-fres- 
coed cathedral. But the best time to 
visit a ruin is by moonlight. The 
Coliseum is far more fascinating to the 
traveler after sundown than before. 
You may stand by daylight amid the 
monastic ruins of Melrose Abbey and 
study shafted oriel, and rosetted stone 
and mullion, but they throw their 
strongest witchery by moonlight. Some 
of you remember what the enchanter 
ot Scotland said in the Lay of the 
Last Minstrel.” 
Wouldst thou view fair Melrose aright, 
Go visit it by the pale moonlicht. 
Washington Irving describes the An- 
dalusian moonlight upon the Alhambra 
ruins as amounting toan enchantment. 
My text presents you Jerusalem in 
ruins. The tower down. The gates 
down. The walls down. Everything 
down. Nehemiah on horseback, by 
moonlight, looking upon the ruins. 
While he rides, there are some friends 
on foot going with him, for they do not 
want the many horses to disturb the 
suspicions of the people. These people 
do not know the secret of Nehemiah’s 
heart, but they are going as a sort of 
body-guard. I hear the clicking hoofs 
of the horses on which Nehemiah rides 
as he guides it this way and that, into 
this gate and out of that, winding 
through that gate amid the 
débris of once great Jerusalem. 
Now the horse comes to a dead 
halt at the tumbled masonry where he 
cannot pass. Now he shies off at the 
charred timbers. Now he comes along 
where the water under the moonlight 
flashes from the mouth of the brazen 
dragon after which the gate was named. 
Heavy-hearted Nehemiah! Riding in 
and out, now by his old home deso- 
lated, now by the defaced temple, now 
amid the scars ot the city that had 
gone down under battering ram and 
conflagration. The escorting 
knows not what Nehemiah means. 
he getting crazy? Have his own per- 
sonal sorrows, added to the sorrows of 
the Nation, unbalanced his intel- 
lect? Still the midnight exploration 
on. Nehemiah on horseback 
rides through the fish gate,by the tower 
of the furnaces, by the King’s pool, by 
the dragon well, in and out, in and out, 
until the midnight ride is completed, 
and Nehemiah dismounts from his 
horse and to the amazed and confound- 
ed and incredulous body-guard declares 
the dead secret of his heart when he 
says: Come, now, let us build Jerusa- 
lem.“ What. Nehemiah! have you 
any money?“ No.“ Have you any 
kingly authority?” No.“ Have 
you any eloquence?” “No.” Yet that 
midnight, moonlight ride of Nehemiah 
resulted in the glorious rebuilding of 
the city of Jerusalem. The people 
knew not how the thing was to be done, 
but with great enthusiasm they cried 
out, Let us rise up now and build the 
city.“ Some people laughed and said 
it could not be done. Some people 
were infuriate and offered physical 
violence, saying the thing should 
not be done. But the workmen went 
right on, standing on the wall, trowel 
in one hand, sword in the other, until 
the work was gloriously completed. At 
that very time, in Greece, Xenophon 
was writing a history, and Plato was 
making philosophy, and Demosthenes 
was rattling his rhetorical thunder; 
but all of them together did not do so 
much for the world as this midnight, 
moonlight ride of praying, courageous, 
homesick, close-mouthed Nehemiah 
UPBUILDING OF ZION. 
My subject first impresses me with 
the idea what an intense thing is 
church affection. Seize the bridle of 
that horse and stop Nehemiah. Why 
are you risking your life here in the 
night? Your horse will stumble over 
these ruins and fali on you. Stop this 
useless exposure of your life. No; 
Nehemiah will not stop. He at last 
tells us the whole story. He lets us 
know he was an exile in a far distant 
land, and he was a servant, a cup 
bearer in the palace of Artaxerxes 
and one day, while he 
was handing the cup of wine to the 
King, the King said to him: 
What is the matter with you? 
Lou are not sick. I know 
you must have some great 
trouble. What is the matter with 
ou?“ Then he told the King how that 
loved Jerusalem was broken down; 
how that his father’s tomb had been 
desecrated; how that the temple had 
beén dishonored and defaced; how that 
the walls were scattered and broken. 
„Well,“ says King Artaxerxes, what 
do you want?“ Well,“ said the cup- 
bearer Nehemiah, “I want to go home. 
I want to fix up the grave of my fath- 
er. I want to restore the beauty of 
the temple. I want to rebuild the ma- 
sonry of the or | wall. Besides,I want 
assports so that I shall not be hin- 
ered in my journey. And besides 
that,“ as you will find in the context, 
IJ waot an order on the man whokeeps 
ro forest for just so much timber as 
may need for the rebuilding of the 
city.“ „How long shall you be gone?“ 
said the King. The time of absence is 
arranged. In hot haste this seeming 
adventurer comes to Jerusalem, and in 
my next text we find him on horseback 
in the midnight, riding around the 
ruins. It is through the spectacles of 
this scene that we discover the ardent 
attachment of Nehemiah for sacred 
Jerusalem, which in all ages has been 
the type of the church of God, ou Je- 
rugalem, which we love just as much 
as FNebemiah loved his. Jerusalem. 
The fact is that you love the 
church of God so much that 
there is no spot on earth so 
sacred, unless it is your own fire- 
side. The church has been to you so 
much comfort and ilumination that 
there is nothing that makes you so 
irate as to have it talked against. If 
there have been times when you have 
been carried into captivity by sickness, 
you Jonged for the church, our bol 
erusalem, just as much as Nehemia 
longed for bis Jerusalem, and the first

You would make more sacri- 
fices for it = than for any other in- 
stitution, and if it were needful you 
would die in its defense. You can take 
the words of the kingly poet as he said, 
“If I forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my 
right hand forget her cunning.“ You 
understand in your own experience the

RECONSTRUCTION OF THE HEART. 
Again my text impresses me with 
the fact that, before reconstruction, 
there must be an exploration of ruins. 
Why was not Nehemiah asleep under 
the covers? Why was not his horse 
stabled in the midnight? Let the 
police of the city arrest this midnight 
rider, out on some mischief, No. Ne- 
hemiah is going to rebuild the city, and 
he is making the preliminary explore- 
tion. In this gate, out that gate, east, 
west, north, south. All through the 
ruins. The ruins must be explored 
before the worg of reconstruction can 
begin. The reason that so many people 
in this day, IN converted, do 
not stay converted is because they did 
not first explore the ruins of their own 
heart. The reason that there are so 
many professed Christians who in this 
day lie and forge and steal, and com- 
mit adultery,and go to the peniten- 
tiary, is because they first do not learn 
the ruin of their own heart. They have 
not found out that the heart is de- 
ceitful above all things, and desper- 
ately wicked.“ They had an idea that 
they were almost right, and they built 
religion as a sort of extension, as an 
ornamental cupola. ‘There was a 
superstructure of religien built on a 
substratum of unrepented sins. The 
trouble with a good deal of modern 
theology is that instead of building on 
the right foundation it builds on the 
débris of an unregenerated nature. 
They attempt to rebuild Jerusalem be- 
fore,in the midnight of conviction, 
they have seen the ghastliness of the 
ruin. They have such a poor founda- 
tion for “their religion that the 
first northeast storm of temptation 
blows them down. I have no faith in a 
man’s conversion if he is not convert- 
ed in the old-fashioned ‘way—John 
Bunyan’s way, John Wesley’s way, 
John Calvin’s way, Paul’s way, Christ’s 
way, God’s way. A dentist once said 
to me: Does that hurt?” Said I: Of 
course it hurts. It is in your business 
as in my profession—we have to hurt 
befere we can help. Tou will never 
understand redemption until you un- 
derstand ruin. A man tells me that 
some one is a member of the church. 
It makes no impression on my mind at 
all. I simply want to know whether 
he was converted in the old-fashioned 
way or whether he was converted 


in the new-fashioned way. If 
he was converted in the old- 
fashioned way he will stand. If he 


was converted in the new fashioned 
way he will not stand. That is all 
there is about it. A man comes to me 
to talk about religion. The first ques- 
tion I ask bim is: ou feel your- 
self to be asinner?” If he say, Well 
I—yes,’”’ the hesitancy makes me feel 
that that man wants a ride on Nehe- 
miah’s horse by mi ht through the 
ruins—in by the gate of his affections, 
out by the gate of his will; and before 
he has got through with that midnight 
ride he will drop the reins on the 
horse’s neck, and will take his right 
hand and smite on his heart and say: 
“God be merciful to me, a sinner;“ 
and before he has stabled his horse he 
will take his feet out of the stirrups, 
and he will slide down on the ground 
and he will kneel, crying, Have 
me on me, O God. according to 
Thy loving kindness, according unto 
the multitude of Thy tender mercies; 
—— — my sgressions, for 4 ac- 
nowledge my fransgressions, and m 

sins areever before Thee.” Ah, my 
friends, you see this is not acompli- 
mentary gospel. That is what m 

some people so mad. it comes toa 
man ofa million dollars and impeni- 
tent in his sins, and says, ‘‘You’rea 
pauper.” It comes to a woman of 
fairest cheek, who has never repented, 
and says, ‘‘You’re a sinner.“ It comes 
to a man priding himself on his inde- 
pendence, and says, TLou're bound 
hand and foot by the devil.“ It comes 
to our entire race and says, ‘‘You’re a 
ruin, a ghastly ruin, an illimitable 
ruin.“ Satan sometimes says to me, 
Why do you preach that truth? Why 
don’t you preach a_ gospel with 
no repentance in it? Why don’t you 
flatter men’s hearts so that you make 
them feel all right? Why don’t you 
preach a humanitarian gospel with no 
repentance in it, saying nothing about 
the ruin, talking all the time about 
redemption?” I Say, Get thee behind 
me, Satan.“ I would rather lead five 
souls the right way than twenty thou- 
sand the wrong way. The redemption 
of the gospel is a perfect farce if there 


is no ruin. “The whole need nota 
I but they that are sick.“ 
‘If any one, though he bean angel 


from heaven, prea 
than this,“ says the apostle, let him 
be accursed.’”’ There must be the 
midnight ride over the ruins before 
Jerusalem can be built. There must 
be the clicking of the hoofs before there 
can bs the ring of the trowels. 
CHRISTIAN PERSEVERANCE. 
Again. My subject gives me a speci- 
men of busy and triumphant sadness. 
If there was any man in the world who 
had a right to mope and give up every- 
thing as lost it was Nehemiah. You 
say: “He was a cup- in the 
ce of Shushan, and it was a d 
place.” So it was. e hall of that 
palace was two hundred feet square, 
and the roof hovered over thirty-six 
marble pillars, each pillar sixty feet 
high; and the intense blue of the sky, 
and · the deep y of the fo foli- 
age and the white of the driven snow, 
all hung trembling in the upholstery. 
But, my friends, you know very well 
that fine architecture will not put down 
homesickness. Yet Nehemiah did not 
give up. Then when you see him going 
among these desola streets, and by 
these dismantled towers,and bythe torn- 
up grave of his father, you would sup- 
that he would have been dis- 
eartened, and that he would have dis- 
mounted from his borse and gone to 
his room and said: Woe is me. My 
father’s grave is torn up. The temple 
is dishonored. The walls are broken 
down. I have uo money with which to 
rebuild. I wish I had never been born. 
I wish I were dead.“ Not so, says Ne- 
hemiah. Although he had a grief so 
intense that it excited the commentar 
of his king, yet that penniless, expatri- 
ated Nehemiah rouses himself up to re- 
build the city. He gets his permission 
of absence. He gets his passports. 
He hastens away to Jerusalem. 4 
night on horseback be rides en 
ruins.

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iety and patriotism of the people, and 
n less than two months, namely, in 
52 days, Jerusalem was rebuilt. That’s 
what 1 call busy and triumphant sad+ 
ness. 

My friends, the whole r

The blacksmith does not thrust 
che iron into the forge and then blow 
away with the pellows, and then bring 
the hot iron out on the anvil and beat 
with stroke after stroke to ruin the 
iron, but to prepare it for a better use. 
Oh that the Lord God of Nehemiah 
would rouse up all broken-bear 
people to rebuild. Whipped, be- 
trayed, shipwrecked, imprisoned Paul 
went right on.

About the date of the birth of the 
apostle of Ireland, St. Patrick, there is 
much uncertainty, though it is most 
frequently assigned to the year 387. 
Of the place nothing is known, except 
the fact that his father, a deacon 
named Calpurnius, had a farm near 
Bonavem Tabernice. It is usually ac- 
cepted by his biographers, however, 


— at the estuary of the Clyde near 
mbarton. 

His mother, Conchessa, was a sister 
of St. Martin of Tours; and about this, 
again, there is much that is open to 
question. The points which are gen- 
érally conceded about his life are 
that when about 16 years of age he was 
stolen away from his home, wherever 
it was, by a lawless band of marauders 
who carried him over to Ireland and 


ted sold him toapetty chief as slave. 


After six vears’ service he escaped and 
went to France, where he entered a 
monastery at Tours. A few years later 
he wes transferred with others to the 
monastery at Levins. So much prog- 
ress did he make, and such eloquence 
and vizor did he exhibit, that Pope 
Celestine picked him out and sent him 
over to Ireland to preach the gospel to 
the, heathens. This was somewhere 
about the year 432. His mission was 
eminently successful, and in a short 
time he succeeded in founding no less 
than 865 churches and baptized 12,000 
péople with his own hands.

Much has been given to 
it, and much will be required. 

The respectable citizens of Los 
Angeles, regardless of party, hope for 
great things of the new city govern- 
ment. The officials should not forget 
that they are responsible, not only to 
the Republican party, but to the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles at large. They 
were not elected by Republican votes 
alone, and even had they been, their

e must, to begin with, have a com- 

plete sewer system. It is needless to 
go once more into the details of this 
crying want: The case is flagrant; the 
fact is admitted. Los Angeles has al- 
ready lost -hundreds of thousands of 
dollars through the lack of such a sys- 
tem. We cannot afford to postpone its 
construction- any longer. 

Then, we must have some good driv- 
ing roads in and around Los Angeles. 
So far as these roads may extend 
beyond the. city limits, they will, of 
course, be beyond the control of the 
city, but they must commence here, 
and the city can and should take the 
initiative, in combination with prop- 
erty owners and the Board of Super- 
visors. The San José Mercury, in a 
recent issue, said that the constant re- 
mark of every stranger who visits that 
city is:“ What fine roads and beautiful 
driyes there are in every direction 
around San José.” How long will it 
be before a similar remark can truth- 
fully be made regarding Los Angeles? 
Many guests have undoubtedly cur- 
tailed their sojourn with us on account 
of the lack of decent driving roads. 

In connection with, and quite as im- 
portant as the construction of new 
driving roads and boulevards, is the 
putting of our present streets in order. 

It is true that a large amount of pav- 
ing bas been done, but many of the 
principal thoroughfares are still in a 
most wretched condition, and often 
almost impassable, both for vehicles 
and pedestrians. We would particu- 
larly instance East First street, to 
which we have many times referred of 
late. This important artery of 
travel has been, for many months, 
torn to pieces by street paving, 
sewer airing and - railroad 
building operations, which have 
been carried on in such manner as to 
keep the street continually impassable, 
so that a large number of the business 


meda streets have been forced to 
throw up the sponge, and close their 
stores. The paying is being done 
piece-meal, a small patch at a time, 


and every few weeks a new order is 
issued by the authorities regarding the 
width of the street,so that nobody 
really knows what the official width 
is, and pedestrians have to plow 
through the mud of the street where 
the sidewalks have been cut entirely 
away. It is unnecessary to comment 
upon the wretched impression which 
must be made on strangers by such 
a condition of the main thoroughfare 
leading from the Santa Fé depot. 
Then, again, at the intersection of 
many of our graded and paved streets 
large ve of water accumulate, 
owing to poor.engineering work or 
lack of storm-drains. Our bridges 
also need looking after. There has 
been some very poor work on them. 

Beside streets. and boulevards, we 
need improvements on our parks, so 
as to make them attractive to visitors.
